in reatanranta, botels and In the dining cars. 
Many times I counted the bottles of intoxicating 
liguors in dining oars, hotels and restaurants, 
andin the majority of osses there were more 
botilas of mineral water than of _in'ozicating 
liquor. There was ao time, twenty years 
ago in Great Britsit when the teetotaler or 
abstainor apologised, It ia the other man who 
spolegises now, In this connection the saddest 
thing which must bo said concerning the drink- 
ing habits of the English peoplo must be said 
about the women. It is generally said that 
more women drink than. men and that tho 
practice is increasing. This is explained in 
yariona ways, but the majority of those who 
_giye reasons ay it.is largely dae to the unfor- 
tuonte aot of Gladstone. fr what-isknown-ae the- 
Grocer’s License. which permits the grocer to 
yoll certain kinds of liquor as he sells food, . In 
this way women have become acoustomed to 
ordering driok with the hougehold food.
